The State Committee of Psychologists has, and continues to receive, 
frequent inquiries about the annual SCOP-sponsored Continuing Education 
on Ethics. Unfortunately, the state no longer allows any of the Boards in the 
Division of Professional Registration to sponsor continuing education (CE) 
activities. While the state professional association and some psychologists 
advocated and were in support of this decision, the Boards within the 
Division of Professional Registration which includes the State Committee of 
Psychologists were notin favor. We know that many of you were disappointed 
that these workshops, and the opportunity to connect with the other 600+ 
Missouri licensed psychologists in attendance, is no longer available.

PSYCHOLOGIST BOARD MEMBER CSR 2235-7.010 was effective as of September 30, 2021. In addition 
to simplification of the language regarding the reporting period and 
the language regarding “pro-rata” reduction of required credits, this amendment adds the following 
ethics requirement as part of the Continuing Education requirements: (A) Three (3) of the forty (40) 
CE credits are to be in ethics (ethics credits). The three (3) ethics credits can be in either Category A 
or in Category B. 


HB 1719 was passed during the 2018 legislative session and signed into law. The bill included language 
that amended section 337.718.1 RSMo requiring certain health care professionals to complete at 


least two hours of training in suicide assessment, referral, treatment, and management training, as a 
condition of initial licensure. The provision went into effective August 28, 2018. 


After January 1, 2019 an applicant for initial licensure as a Psychologist must maintain documentation 
of complying with this provision. The aforementioned two (2) hours can be part of the graduate course 
of study or obtained through self-study. 


It is important to note that obtaining CE alone has not been associated with the lack of disciplinary action. The field of 
psychology values continuing professional development. This is a broader concept that includes, but is not limited to, 
CE. As stated in the Association of State and Professional Psychology Association (ASPPB) Guidelines for Continuing 
Professional Development: 


What has been demonstrated to contribute to ongoing maintenance of competence, enhanced 
orientation to lifelong learning, CPD, and ultimately public protection, is variety in the kinds of learning 
activities in which professionals engage (Hojat, Veloski, Nasca, Erdmann, & Gonnella, 2006; Hojat, 
Valoski, & Gonella, 2009), especially if the variety of activities focuses on one content area (Institute of 
Medicine, 2010); activities that continue over time (Jameson, Stadter, & Poulton, 2007); and activities 
that include ongoing feedback and formal follow-up (Grant, Chambers & Jackson, 1999, as cited in 
WFME, 2003)...Systematically monitoring one’s own practice also has been demonstrated to improve 
client/patient outcomes (BabinsWagner, 2011; Lambert, 2010). 


Since SCOP is no longer able to provide an annual opportunity for gathering with other psychologists, it may be tempting 
to simply complete CEs on-line and check the box. We encourage you to be self-reflective and develop an annual 
plan for continuing professional development. Also, find ways to stay connected to your professional community, as 
professional isolation can negatively impact competence.

If you’re not familiar with PSYPACT, you may be missing out on a great opportunity. PSYPACT 

is an interstate compact which allows psychologists from member states the authority to 
practice telepsychology and/or temporary face-to-face sessions across state lines in all other 
member states. Missouri is one of 31 member states, and several other states are currently in the 
legislative process.
